REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Jaffrey:

I herewith submit my fourth annual report, the eight annual 
report of the superintendent of schools in Jaffrey. 


Enrollment.

The foregoing table indicates that the attendance is about the 
same as last year with a tendency to increase in the upper grades 
and a slight falling off in the lower grades and rural schools. 
As I write this report I hear of the destruction of Number three 
school. The loss was probably caused by an over-heated or 
defective chimney, the fire originating in the roof near the side 
of the chimney. Although no definite arrangements have been 
made to take care of the children in this district, I think it prob- 
able that the smaller ones will be taken to the Jaffrey Centre 
school and the larger ones (those above the fifth grade) to East 
Jaffrey, thus adding to the enrollment of those two schools. 


New Building. 


Under a special heading elsewhere in this report will be found 
a comprehensive report of the building committee. I cannot 
refrain from saying how pleased I am that the present and com- 
ing generations of Jaffrey children are going to have sucha 
splendid and well planned building in which to receive their 
instruction, uncrowded and under excellent conditions of light, 
heat and ventilation. The room in the annex over the high 
school has been in particular an eye-sore tome. The fault was 
and Is no one’s, it was simply placed next to a public amuse- 
ment hall which was very unfortunate. The janitor and teacher 
have reported the presence of empty bottles, cigar and cigarette 
stubs and questionable writings on the board found after dances 
and entertainments. To say nothing of. poor ventilation and 
unsanitary conditions, no one can call this a decent environment 
for children. How much better off will children be when away 
from such influences! 

The main subject of my report will consist of a discussion of 
proposed changes due to the transfer to the Jaffrey High School. 
I feel a sense of delicacy in handling such a subject for I realize 
that the. problems of the high school are largely interwoven 
with the problems of the grades as soon as the change is made, 
and that I have no official connection with the high school, 
although generally tnterested in its problems. If I may be par- 
doned for an overstepping of authority, I would Jike to make 
some rather rambling statements as to how the high and ele- 
mentary schools in the new building should be conducted. 

1st. The high school principal should have charge of all 
routine work of the schools, government and discipline in the 
halls and basements, fire drills, playground activities, and prob- 
lems arising out of class room management, which are the busi- 
ness of no teacher in particular. I want to make it plain that 
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his authority would extend over grade teachers and grade chil- 
dren, as well as over high school teachers and high school chil- 
dren. Matters of class room teaching and criticism of teaching 
methods would be entirely in the hands of the superintendent. 

2nd. It is my most earnest wish that every child fitted to 
receive high school imstruction should get the benefit of the 
advantages of our whole school system and not stop at the end 
of the grammar grades. To this end I recommend that after 
this year, public grammar school graduations be dropped, and 
that some high school subjects, in particular elementary algebra, 
constructional geometry, and French be taught as low as the 
eighth year. Then there will be no natural ‘‘dropping-out 
place,’ but rather an inclination to continue, once having made 
a beginning in the higher branches. 

3rd. I recommend a modified system of departmental teach- 
ing. To tlustrate: A teacher might be particularly apt in 
teaching geography and history, and another not so promising 
in those subjects, but excelling in mathematics. I would have 
such teachers instruct in the subjects that they are best fitted 
to teach rather than try to teach all of the subjects of one grade. 

4th. A continuation of the system of midyear promotions. 
This brings more children into our upper grades, acts as an- 
Incentive to harder work and provides for a longer school life 
to more children. 


Wooden Building Basement. 


Several complaints have come to me, directly and indirectly, 
about the lack of a good place for the children of the wooden 
building in which to eat their lunches. I believe that the parents 
are 1ight and I have searched for a remedy without avail so far. 
However, when the transfer to the new building is made, some 
if not all of the class rooms in the wooden building can be kept 
open during the noon hour thus allowing the children to eat 
their lunches there under the supervision of the janitor. 


Manual Training. 


I have from the teacher no detailed report of the work done 
in manual] training to make here. In general, the work was 
divided into two parts, repairs on the buildings and the making 
of furniture for the new building. We were obliged to give up 
the work about February 1 and dismiss the teacher as we had 
used up the appropriation. I would recommend that we be 
given enough money to finish the two teacher’s desks and the 
three chairs which are in the process of completion. About $75 


will be needed for this. In order to economize it would be well 
to drop it for a time, as there will be few or no things that the 
boys can repair in the new building. 


Night School. 


Evening sessions have been held under the direction of your 
board with good results. At first two teachers were retained 
but later on one room was discontinued because the attendance 
was so low. Miss Mary L. Crowe, in charge of the school re- 
ports as follows under date of February 7. 


‘Since the opening of the night school Dec. 7, thirty-one 
pupils have been enrolled, the average age being 20.5 years. 


The attendance, while not as regular as might be desired, has 
shown the need of the school and the interest of the pupils in 
the work for eight weeks the average attendance has been 18. 


While it has been impossible to grade the school, strictly 
speaking, three divisions have been made, the most advanced 
being either graduates of the grammar school or those leaving 
school from the eighth grade. The second and largest division 
begun common fractions and have had decimals and simple 
interest. A third division 1s composed of those who do not 
speak English. 


All pupils take reading, writing, spelling and dictation, the 
work in the latter subject being the writing of letters, bills, 
orders, receipts and notes.

I hereby submit my report in music and drawing for the year 
ending Feb. 15, 1916. 

Each grade is visited once a week for the music period of 
thirty minutes. The districts are visited once a month, the 
whole day being given to them. Besides this time each room Is 
supposed to have from twenty to thirty minutes daily. 
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Outlines planning the work along technical lines are used. 
By the use of these each week the work is taken in easy stages. 
This year this kind of work has been easier in the upper grades 
because the work of the system has been learned in its proper 
grade. 

Individual sight reading is receiving especial attention up to 
the 7th and 8th grades with the result that the pupils are gaining 
more confidence in their own ability to read and to sing. Each 
pupil has to depend on himself in this work just the same as in 
other subjects. There can be no leaders. 

Solo work and group singing are features, especially in the 
lower grades. 

The Modern Music books by Eleanor Smith are used in all 
grades except grade four where the New Educational book is 
used, 

Last April the schools gave an entertainment which netted 
$62.16. An Itemized report was sent to the Superintendent. 
With the proceeds pictures were purchased for each grade and 
more records for the Victrola added. The pictures were framed 
by the Manual Training Class. 


DRAWING. 


In drawing thirty minutes per week is given by the grade 
teacher and the same amount by the Supervisor. Outlines plan- 
ning for two lessons per week are prepared each month. 

An exhibit in rooms 6 and 8 given im connection with the 
graduation showed the work done up to the close of the year. 

This year the work consists of crayon, pencil, chalk, charcoal 
and water color work in grades fitted to use these mediums 
applied to the drawing of flowers, fruits and vegetables; design 
in Christmas, Thanksgiving and other special work, group draw- 
ing, mechanical drawing and perspective. Constructive draw- 
ing, cutting and sand table work are features of the course this 
year. The study in the third grade of different peoples, Indians, 
Esquimaux, Dutch, Japanese, etc. have provided drawing and 
constructive work in connection with the sand table. Language, 
spell*ng, and songs in the music work, as far as possible, have 
been correlated with the drawing. . 

Christmas brought its special work with making of Christmas 
cards, shopping lists, work baskets, cornucopias, letter cases, 
pen trays, post-card boxes, calendars, etc. 

_ The first and second grades have aided in coloring by using 
hectographed drawings for busy work. The first grade has done 
an amount of free hand cutting. Grades three, four, five and 
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six have used drawing for making booklet covers and school 
room decoration; grades 7 and 8 have made port folios to hold 
their papers using their printing and design work. These grades 
made the posters for the entertainment last April. 

We hope to take a few periods for picture study and artist 
biography before the close of the year. 

I wish to thank all who have contributed to the interest and 
pleasure taken in these courses.

Report of Health Officer 
For YEAR ENDING Fes. 15, 1916. 


In rendering this report to the citizens of the Town, I wish 
to extend to you my thanks for your hearty co-operation and — 
assistance in the past and trust that I may have the same in 
the future. 


On April 5, 1915, I drew $165.69 to pay out-standing bills 
against the Board on account of scarlet fever cases o f the year 
of 1914. This year we have had four cases of diphtheria, one 
case proving fatal. Every precaution was taken to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 


I wish at this time to correct a general impression of the pub- 
lic, that the Board of Health is responsible for all expense when- 
ever a case of contagious disease is quarantined by order of the 
Board. I refer to Sec. 1, Chap. 100 of the Laws of 1899 as fol- 


lows:— 


‘‘Whenever any person or family is placed in quarantine by 
a board of health to protect the public against small pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, or other dangerous, infectious, or contagious 
disease, it shall be the duty of said board to assist such person or 
family while in quarantine, in such manner as in the judgment 
of the board may be deemed necessary.” 


The State Board of Health insists that the Health Officers 
of the several towns of the State shall enforce the law concerning 
vaccination as per Sec. 2, Chap. 93, Laws of ,1909 as follows: 
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““No child shall attend any public, parochial or private school 
unless he or she has been vaccinated or has had the small pox, 
and this section shall be enforced by the board of health except 
in the case of a child who has submitted to the process of vac- 
cination not less than three times, or who holds a certificate of 
the local board of health, that he or she is an unfit subject for 
vaccination.” 

I ask of you parents your hearty support to this measure, 
it is for the good of your child and the town. 

There is one other subject that I desire to bring to your at- 
tention, that of the subject of sewage for the new school house. 
It seems that we are under the necessity of providing a sewage 
system for the new school house and with the consent of the 
Board of Selectmen, the firm of Dudley & Sawyer of Manchester 
was employed to survey and make an estimate of the cost. It 
was thought best to have the estimate cover all the streets east 
of the Railroad, and it is proposed to carry the drainage pipes via 
the Peterborough street to a septic tank located at the riverside 
beyond White Bros. store house. It is not deemed expedient 
at this time to consider a system for the entire village, but the 
proposed line will care for many places in great need of better 
sewage facilities, and you are asked to give this matter your 
careful consideration.

Report of the High School Building Committee. 


To THE VOTERS OF THE SCHOOL DistrRICT OF JAFFREY :— 


Your committee, chosen at the adjourned school meeting on 
May 10, 1915, to have charge of the erection of a new high 
school building, beg leave to report as follows:— 


The Committee organized by the choice of Mr. Duncan as 
chairman and treasurer, and of Supt. MacDonald as clerk. 
Several meetings were held at which posstble locations were 
considered. It was finally decided that the Plumer lot, contain- 
ing about one and three-fourths acres, which was purchased, 
was suitable for the purpose, with the added advantage that it 
was apparently the only avaslable lot which could be acquired 
without condemnation proceedings. Subsequent to its pur- 
chase, the committee endeavored to purchase an adjoining tract 
of two acres, as it was felt that a little more land could be used 
to advantage. The price asked, however, $2500, was more 
than the committee felt warranted in paying, and this matter 
was dropped. Subsequent developments have confirmed the 
committee In its opinion as to the Plumer lot, the excavation 
having proved comparatively tnexpensive, the lot will be easily 
graded, the view from the school house Is extensive and pleasing 
in all directions, and the ground water, which it was predicted 
by many would prove a detriment, has not been troublesome. 

Mr. Harold E. Mason of Keene was chosen architect, and he 
associated with himself the experienced firm of W. H. Hunt & 
Son, of Salem, Mass., as consultants. The committee wishes 
at this time to express its satisfaction with the work of the archi- 
tects, who with care and skill have attended to all details of 
construction. 
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The plan which the committee finally adopted was one adapted 
to the present school needs of the town, with a view to future 
growth. The upper floor is arranged for the high school, with 
a main assembly room, four class rooms, physical and chemical 
laboratories and a domestic science room. On this floor there is 
room for a high school of at least one hundred pupils. On the 
first floor there are four main classrooms for four grades, with 
a smaller room for class purposes, a superintendent’s and supply 
room, and a teachers’ room. The basement ts light and pleasant, 
giving plenty of room for recreation in bad weather, together 
with ample toilet facilities. 

Plans and specifications were submitted to a number of con- 
tractors, and on Aug. 29, 1915, bids on the general contract 
from seven contractors were opened, ranging from $41,924 to 
$25,600, the latter being $4,299 lower than the next lowest. 
After consultation with the architect and some changes in the 
specifications, cutting out some and including others, the general 
contract was awarded to the McNally Building Company, of 
Gardner, Mass., the lowest bidder, with whom, as with all the 
other contractors, the relations of the committee have been 
most harmonious and pleasant. 

Several bids were submitted for the heating and ventilating, 
according to the architect’s specifications, but the committee 
rejected all of them, and awarded the contract to the Stone— 
Underhill Co., of Boston, at $4100, whose reputation and ex- 
perience in work of this kind gave assurance that the plant 
would be satisfactory. Their figures were about $100.00 higher 
than the lowest bid on the specifications. The system installed 
is a combination of direct and indirect steam heating; and the 
Company has filed a bond to guarantee (1) that the apparatus 
will heat all rooms to a temperature of 70 degrees in all weather; 
(2) that it will furnish 30 cu. ft. per minute of fresh air to each 
pupil in the rooms; (3) that circulation will be such that no 
draught will be felt in any portion of the room, and the tem- 
perature at any two points in the beathing plane of each room 
will not vary more than 3 degrees; and (4) that vitiated air in 
amount equal to the supply will be removed through the venti- 
lators. 

The plumbing contract was awarded to the Evans Plumbing 
Co. of this town, who sublet a part of the work to the Cragin & 
Wilkins Co., of Leominster, Mass., the contract price being 
$1630.00. The electric wiring contract was awarded to E. T. 
Shields of this town, at $505.00; while the contract for weather 
strips was given to W. S. Hutchinson, of Boston, who is to install 
the Higgins Metal Strips at $300.00, plus local expenses. 
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These contracts cover practically all the work to complete 
the building ready for occupancy with the exception of the 
furnishings, the drainage, and the finish grading, the rough 
grading being included in the general contract. The extras 
outside the furnishings and drainage will probably be less than 
$1000.00, and it is hoped that the town will install a system of 
drainage which will accommodate the school house and a large 
portion of the village without prohibitive expense. 


The committee recommends that the matter of furnishings 
be left with the school board, as some such furnishings can be 
moved from rooms which will be vacated, some rooms need not 
be furnished at present, and the school board is more familiar 
with the requirements than your committee. 


The contract provides that work shall be completed by March 
3, but it seems at this time as though it would be a little later 
than that before all the work is done. The outside grading 
cannot of course be done until warm weather. 


In view of developments since the action of May 10, the 
district seems to have acted wisely in embarking on this building 
at the present time. The extension of business activities in 
town will surely result in an increase in the number of pupils in 
school, while the cost of building operations has already in- 
creased to such an extent that we are informed by the con- 
tractors that the work could not be duplicated even now for 
less than $5000 more than it cost. The committee regiets that 
it was unable to keep the cost within the amount appropriated, 
but it felt that it was the part of wisdom not to curtail at the 
expense of efficiency, and that necessary work could be done at 
the beginning cheaper than at any later time.

From the above it will be seen that the amount necessary to 
complete the building, in addition to the appropriation of 
$30,000 is about $6,000.00. The grading will cost possibly $500, 
and there should be about $1000 available for furnishings. If 
the town takes no action as to sewers there will be an expense 
of perhaps $700 more for drainage. The committee suggests, 
however, that $6500 more be made available for the completion 
of the building and grounds, and that $1000 be placed at the 
disposal of the school board for furnishings. ~ 

In conclusion, the committee expresses the hope that each 
voter of the district will visit the school house and personally 
Investigate the work already done, that the most intelligent 
action may be taken at the school meeting.
